Failure to treat oats for smut re­ 
sults in an enormous annual loss to 
the farmers of America. 
It is very 
easy to get rid of sm ut- so easy 
that it .seems almost criminal nut to 
do so, 
Two men working 
fuui 
minutes 
can treat enough oat* for smut at a 
cost of four or five cents to plant an 
acre of ground, 
The increased yield 
< f oat* that will result will net from 
$3 to $ 6 . 
V ben the time and expense 
re­ 
quired are «o snv.ll and the increased 
yield so profitable, why should we 
not treat our oats before planting 
them? 
Fur the past 2 0 years ‘.he following 
method of treating seed oats for sm ut 
ha- bein in use: 
Spread the oat* to be treaded on 
the baru floor or in a light wagon 
box. 
Make a solution of one pint of 
formaldehyde to IO gallops of water. 
Sprinkle the oats with the solution 
until they are thoroughly saturated,

required for treating oats may be 
g reatly reduced by using less watt) 
in the solution. 
The method advocat­ 
ed by the Experim ent Station is as 
follows: 
Make a solution by using one pint 
of form aldehyde to 5

This is enough for 50 bushels 
of oats. 
Fnrinkl" 'me gallon of posi­ 
tion over IO bushels of oats, shove­ 
ling the oats while sprinkling so that 
the solution is uniform ly distributed.
